HENRY IRVING 
DIES AFTER PLAY. 


Distinguished Actor is Seized’ With 


Syncope, at Bradford, England. 


He Was Engaged in Tour 


of the Provinces, Appear- 


ing Nightly, and a Few Days Ago Spoke at Public 


Meeting in Advocacy of Movement for a Municipal 
Theater—His Lagt A ppearance Was as Becket.

ONDON, Oct. 13.—{By Atlantic 
Cavle.}) The English-speaking 
world has suffered an irreparable 
loss by the sudden death tonight of 


S.r Henry Irving, who was universally | 


regarded as the most representative 
English actor of contemporary times. 

Sir Henry died literally in the har- 
ess. He was giving a series of fare- 
well performances in the English 
provinces, and this week was piaying 
au engagement at Bradford, appear- 
ing in several favorite roles. Thurs- 
day he presented “King Rene’s Daugh- 
ter” and “The Bells,” and seemed to 
be in excellent health, taking the ex- 
hausting part of Mathias in the lat- 
ter play with al’ the vigor of youth. 
Tonight, before an enthusiastic audi- 
ence, he portrayed one of his most 
characteristically intellectual parts, 
the title role in his own stage adapta- 
tion of Lord Tennyson's “Becket,” 
with marked success. ; 

After the performance Sir Henry re- 
turned to the hotel, reaching his 
rooms at 11:30 o'clock, when it was 
observed that he was in great pain. 
Physicians were immediately sum- 
moned but before they could arrive 
Sir Henry was seized with an attack 
of syncope and expired within a few 
minutes, without having uttered a

Although there is no

TEMPLE SOON. 


Work to be Begun Within 
Ninety Days Sure. 
Declares Roberts, the Man 
Who Superintends. 
© | 
In Two Years Big Postoffice 
Should be Finished. 


Within less than three months—posel-

will be begun on the $1,000,000 Federal 


ullding for Los Angeles. 

This is the statement of J. W. Rob- 
erts, superintendent of government 
bulldings, who is now in the city look- 
ing after detaiis regarding the closing 
of plans for the new building. 

“There t¢ no good reason why the 
Federal bullding for this city cannot 
be completed within two years, or, at 
the outside, within two and a haif 
years,” eald Mr. Roberts, yesterday. 

“I'd be willing to put up a $0,000 
bond that I could carry ht through to 
completion within two years from the 
time work is commenced. I believe it 
will be done. Much of the delay which 
is accredited to the government in the 
construction of public buildings is 
really due to the negiigence or care- 
lessness and jack of business methods 
of the contractors, 

“If tne contractor who is awarded the 
construction of the Los Angeles build- 
ing will rustie together samples of all 
his materials, and promptiy send them 
in one shipment back to Washington, 
for the approval of the government in- 
this alone will save months 
of time. Im most cases the contrac- 
tors 4 these along in dribbies, so 
that they themselves are responsible 
for dela in getting material samples 
accepted. This can al) be done at one 
time as well as by plecemeal. Of 
course, there is a certain amount of 
‘red tape’ which is necessary, or com- 
pulsory. in these government con- 
tracts, but there is no reason why this 
Los Angeles building should take any 
longer than the time I have epecified 
in ite erection.” 

Today there will be shipped from Los 
Angeles to Washington sea 
tubes containing sections of the earth 
taken from teat holes sunk during the 
pest week on the government building 
site. This le to show the actual forma- 
tien of the earth, and on it will be 
based the specifications for the con- 
struction of the suwbstructural work. 

This, Roberts says, ts the hast thing 
required in completion of the plans 
and specifications, and that e@ soon as 
these samples are received the plans 
will be completed. They will then be 
forwarded to Los Angeles: bids willl be 
received on the work, and there is no 
good reason to expect any delay in 
awarding the contract for 
building Los Angeles .bas long 
needed. 


Six test holes have been sunk on the 
bullding site. The last were completed 
last-night. They reach a depth of from 
twenty to twenty-six feet, and show @ 
uniform gravel formation beneath the 
whole site. No dfficulty will be encoun- 
tered, says Roberts in the construction

The newest street railway system in 
the city has just beén put in operation 
there. It i# an incline road, on lines 
similar to those of the well-known 
Angeis’ Fiight. Ite success has bDéen a 
surprise even to its promoters. The 
Observation Tower Company, a close 
corporation, is the owner. 

The road was begun over a year 
ago. The work was held up by in- 
junction proceedings begun by Mrs. 
Rachael Hopperstead, who owns the 
property at the head of the hill, on the 
north side of the street. She objected 
to an observation tower, and finally 
the company compromised with her and 
agreed to forego the plans for this part 
of the enterprise. | 

The new incline road ‘is only 170 feet 
long: but it has‘a grade of 53 per cent. 
—probably the steepest street railway 
in the world. There is a rise of 83 
feet from Broadway to the head of 
Court street, and the top etation stands 
on an elevation of 405 feet.above sea 
level, one of the highest points in Los 
Angeles. 

The roadbed is set in a steel frame, 
and the whole right of way is to be 
covered with concrete, to prevent 
washing by the winter rains. There 
are two steel cables for each car, each 
with a tensile strength of sixteen tons. 
There is an automatic Drake lever 
system, invented by the Union Iron 
Works, and guaranteed to stop a car 
in any position In the incline. The 
brakes give @& grip of from 8000 to 
12.000 pounds on the wheels. An auto- 
matic shut-off is arranged, to stop ‘the 
motor without the aid of the motor- 
man.

After 
The Times commented.on this fact, cer- 
tain of the grand jurors filed affida- 
vite causing the arest of the defend- 
ants mentioned for alleged contempt of 
court; but it was contended in the Su- 
perior Court by the counsel fer the de- 
fendants that the publishing of the ar- 
ticles referred to did not constitute any 
unlawful interference with the court or 
any contempt of court—that these affi- 
Gavits did not show that any of The 
Times-publications and comments were 
of a character calculated to affect the 
grand jury in the investigation of mat- 
ters referred to or to influence its ac- 


Although the Superior Court found 
the defendants guilty of contempt and 
fined them $500 each, it was submitted 
to the Supreme Court that the Supe- 


¢| tier Court had exceeded its jurisdic- 


tion in adjudging the defendants guilty 
on the showing made by the affidavits: 
that the affidavits were fatally defec- 
tive; that the grand jury in dictating 
to Treasurer Workman as to the cus- 
tody of the city funds and undertaking 
not to indict in case he complied with 
ite edict, was acting extra-judicially, 
and criticism of its action was no 
contempt of court. 

Authorities were quoted by the coun- 
sel for the defendants to show that in 
cases of contempt every court exer- 
cises a speciaP and limited jurisdic- 
tien; that the power of a court to 
punish for an alleged contempt is ar- 
bitrary and its exercise is not to be 
upheld except under the circumstances 
and in a manner prescribed by law: 
that it is essential to the validity of 
proceedings in contempt subjecti a 
party to fine or imprisonment, that 
the affiants show a case in point of 
jurisdiction within the provisions of 
the law by which such proceedings are 
authorized, as mere presumptions are 
not to be indulged in. 

“It would be difficult to imagine,” said 
the brief, of the defendant's counsel, 
“an allegation more indispensable in 
this case than one showing that the 
petitioners committed the acts claimed 
to constitute a contempt. The affida- 
vite against them are fatally defec- 
tive in this respect. There is no aver- 
ment that either of the petitioners had 
any knowledge of or anything to do 
with the publication of the articles of 
which complaint is made. The only 
attempt to connect either of them with 
these publications is by the statement 
that defendant Otis was the president 
and general manager and defendant 
Chandier- was vice-president and as- 
sistant general manager of The Times- 
Mirror Company. Manifestiy this is 
not sufficient to charge defendants 
with responsibility, for it is plain on 
principle, and established by unbroken 
authority that corporate officers are 
only responsible for the contempt of 
the corporation when it is shown that 
they were personally concerned in the 
commission of the supposed contempt. 

“It will be noted that in the affidavits 
of Pridhan. ani Winans it is alleged 
that it had ‘been madeto appear to sak

“In pursuing the course it did, as 
statel in the Times articles (and, as it 
is not alleged that they are false, they 
must be taken as true.) the grand 
jury was acting outside of the sphere 
of its authority, and its acts were 
mere usurpations of power, extrajudi- 
cial and wnofficial. 

“It is submitted that the Superior 
Court, in holding “that the petitioners 
were guilty of contempt, exceeded iis 
jurisdiction; that respondent’s demur- 
rer shoukl be overruled, and that the 
judgment against petitioners should be 
vacated and annulled.” 

The above contentions were 
sustained by the Supreme Court.

It 
can be prepared artificially by diesolv- 
ing five parts of sodium phosphate with 
two parts of ammonium phosphate in 
hot water; allow the solution to cool.
